ECLIPSES  FOR  THE  YEAR  1910. 


In  this  year  there  will  be  four  eclipses,  two  of  the  Sun  and  two  of  the  Moon. 

I.  The  first  is  a  total  eclipse  of  the  Sun,  May  9th,  invisible  in  the  United  States;  visible  in  New  Guinea,  Australia  andi 
southward. 

II.  The  second  is  a  total  eclipse  of  the  Moon,  May  23d-24th,  visible  throughout  the  United  States  as  follows: 

Moon  enters  penumbra.  May  23,  9  o’clock,  33  min.,  evening.  Total  eclipse  ends.  May  24,  1  o’clock,  0  min.,  morning* 

Moon  enters  shadow,  Mas’- 23,  10  o’clock,  46  min.,  evening.  Moon  leaves  shadow.  May  24,  2  o’clock,  22  min.,  morning* 

Total  eclipse  begins.  May  24,  12  o’clock,  9  min.,  morning.  Moon  leaves  penumbra.  May  24,  3  o’clock,  36  min.,  morning. 

Middle  of  the  eclipse.  May  24,  12  o’clock,  34  min.,  morning.  Eastern  standard  time. 

Angles  of  position  of  contacts  of  shadow  with  Moon’s  limb:  first,  84°  E;  last,  49°  W;  from  north  point. 

III.  The  third  is  a  partial  eclipse  of  the  Sun,  November  1st,  invisible  in  the  United  States,  visible  in  eastern  Siberia,  Japan 
and  Alaska.  At  Sendai,  Japan,  eclipse  begins  Nov.  2d,  10  a.  m.,  ends  12  m. — Tokio  time. 

IV.  The  fourth  is  a  total  eclipse  of  the  Moon,  November  16th,  visible  in  the  United  States,  as  follows: 

Moon  enters  penumbra,  4  o’clock,  46  min.  Total  eclipse  ends,  7  o’clock,  47  min. 

Moon  enters  shadow,  5  o’clock,  44  min.  Moon  leaves  shadow,  8  o’clock,  58  min. 

Total  eclipse  begins,  6  o’clock,  55  min.  ,  Moon  leaves  penumbra,  9  o’clock,  56  min. 

Middle  of  the  eclipse,  7  o’clock,  21  min.  Eastern  standard  time. 

.Angles  of  position  of  contacts  of  shadow'  with  Moon’s  limb:  first,  93°  E;  last,  134°  W;  from  north  point. 


The  calculations  for  this  Almanac  have  been  carefully  made  for  the  latitude  of  Philadelphia,  and  are  expressed  in  Eastern 
standard  time.  For  places  not  on  the  standard  meridian  and  standard  time  is  kept,  the  following  rule  applies:  For  places 
west  of  the  75th  meridian, add  in  the  proportion  of  four  minutes  for  each  degree  of  difference  of  longitude;  for  places  east,  sub¬ 
tract.  For  moon’s  phases,  eclipses,  equinoxes  and  solstices,  simply  reduce  from  Eastern  to  required  standard. — A.  Thos.  G.

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GREETING. 

With  all  good  wishes  for  a  new  year  of  blessed  service  in  the  Master's 
kingdom,  this  forty-seventh  issue  of  the  Reformed  Church  Almanac 
is  presented  to  its  35,000  patrons.  A  careful  study  of  its  record  will 
quicken  our  courage  and  increase  our  gratitude. 


THE  PROGRESS  OF  THE  KINGDOM. 

Contrary  to  the  opinion  often  expressed  by  individuals  and  'the 
secular  press,  facts  and  figures  show  that  the  Church  of  Christ  not 
only  maintains  its  hold  on  the  faith  and  love  of  the  people,  but  that 
it  is  growing  in  numbers,  in  power  and  in  benevolence.  Church 
membership,  church  attendance,  and  gifts  to  the  church  are  not 
diminishing,  but  increasing. 


THE  CHURCH  OF  CHRIST  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

According  to  the  U.  S.  census  in  1890,  32.7  per  cent,  of  the  popula¬ 
tion  were  members  of  the  Christian  Church.  In  1906,  the  percentage 
was  39.1.  In  that  year,  out  of  a  population  of  85,000,000,  32,936,445 
were  communicant  members  of  the  Church.  Of  these,  43.1  per  cent, 
were  men,  56.9  per  cent,  women;  20,297,742  were  Protestants  and 
12,709,142  were  Catholics.  There  were  invested  in  church  buildings 
$1,250,000,000.  From  1890  to  1906,  new  churches  were  erected  to 
the  number  of  50,308:  an  average  of  62  new  churches  a  week,  or  8 
new  churches  for  every  single  day  during  the  past  sixteen  years. 
The  American  people  are  Christian  by  an  overwhelming  majority. 


THE  REFORMED  CHURCH  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

The  progress  of  the  Reformed  Church  is  best  shown,  not  by  mere 
assertion,  but  by  the^use  of  facts  and  figures. 

Membership  and  Contributions. — In  1890  there  were  in  the  Re- 
formed  Church  835  ministers,  200,498  members;  $160,078  were  con¬ 
tributed  for  benevolence,  and  for  congregational  purposes,  $874,053. 
In  1900,  the  number  of  ministers  was  1,077;  members,  239,930; 
benevolence,  $205,509;  congregational  purposes,  $1,114,473.  In  1910, 
we  have  1,737  ministers;  members,  293,836;  benevolent  contributions, 
$452,911;  congregational  purposes,  $1,787,983.  Since  1878,  we  have 
doubled  our  membership.  Since  1871  we  have  doubled  the  number 
of  our  ministers.  In  ten  years  we  have  doubled  our  contributions  to 
benevolence.  Our  contributions  for  the  average  member  for  benevo¬ 
lence  is  $1.54;  for  congregational  purposes,  $6.08;  for  all  purposes, 
$7.62  per  member.  The  average  growth  of  all  Protestant  Churches 
during  sixteen  years  is  69.6  per  cent  That  of  the  Reformed  Church 
is  above  the  average,and  is  70.2  per  cent. 

Home  Missions. — In  1889,  the  English  Home  Mission  Board  had 
48  missions  and  an  income  of  $17,995;  in  1889,  90  missions  and  $25,- 
973;  in  1909,  118  missions  and  an  income  of  $77,700.  The  increase 
in  the  German  work  was  proportionate.  Besides  this,  in  twenty-three 
years,  the  Church  founded  230  Church  Building  Funds,  worth  $132,- 
000.

story:  In  1890,  the  Reformed  Church  had  in  the  for¬ 
eign  field  6  missionaries  and  the  receipts  were  $20,- 
€00;  in  1900,  12  missionaries,  receipts,  $34,000;  in 
1910,  32  missionaries,  receipts,  $100,000.  Besides 
this,  we  have  splendid  schools  in  China  and  Japan. 

Sunday-Schools. — Twenty  years  ago  the  number 
of  Sunday-schools  was  1,583,  with  3,967  officers  and 
teachers  and  138,616  scholars;  total,  142.583.  Ten 
years  ago,  the  number  of  officers  and  teachers  num-  | 
bered  24,770,  and  the  scholars,  182,134.  The  present  I 
statistics  are  1,715  schools;  26,444  officers  and  teachers,  | 
261,511  scholars,  a  total  enrollment  of  287,955.  In  ; 
ten  years  the  gain  has  been  202  schools,  22,477  officers  : 
and  teachers,  122,895  scholars. 

Education. — Space  prevents  more  than  a  hint  at 
the  progress  of  the  Church  along  this  line  during  the 
past  twenty  years.  At  Lancaster,  the  Seminary  has 
gained  three  new  professorships,  a  new  Seminary 
building  and  Library,  and  an  increased  endowment. 
Franklin  and  Marshall  College  has  a  new  Gymnasium 
and  new  Library,  a  new  Science  Building,  a  new 
Academy  building,  thirty  additional  acres  of  ground, 
an  increased  faculty  and  an  increased  endowment* 
Heidelberg  University  has  a  new  building  and  a 
largely  increased  endowment.  At  Dayton,  the  Cen-  | 
tral  Theological  Seminary,  a  union  of  Ursinus  and  I 
Tiffin,  is  housed  in  its  own  building.  Ursinus  College 
has  increased  its  faculty,  its  campus  and  has  improved 
its  finances.  Catawba  College,  in  North  Carolina,  has 
remodeled  its  building  and  has  increased  its  faculty. 
Allentown  College  for  Women  has  entered  on  a  new 
era  of  prosperity.  During  the  same  twenty  years,

Mercersburg  Academy,  the  Woman’s  College  at  Fred* 
erick,  and  Massanutten  Academy  at  Woodstock  have 
been  founded.  All  the  schools  of  the  Church  have 
a  constantly-growing  number  of  students. 


THE  INTERNATIONAL  CALVIN  MONUMENT  AT 
GENEVA. 

During  the  Calvin  Celebration  at  Geneva,  Switzer¬ 
land,  July  2-10,  1909,  the  corner-stone  of  the  inter¬ 
national  monument  to  Calvin  was  laid.  The  monu¬ 
ment,  the  architect’s  design  of  which  is  reproduced  on 
the  next  page,  is  built  against  the  old  rampart  of 
Geneva.  The  old  portion  of  this  wall  was  built  with 
the  approval  of  Calvin  as  a  defense  against  the 
Roman  Catholics,  the  Spaniards,  the  Dukes  of  Savoy 
and  other  enemies  of  the  Reformed  city.  The  monu¬ 
ment  has  been  designed  by  a  Hungarian  architect. 
In  the  middle  will  be  the  figures  of  Calvin  and  his  three 
most  renowned  co-laborers,  Farel,  Beza  and  John 
Knox.  On  either  side  will  be  bas-reliefs  of  the  con¬ 
temporary  Reformers,  Viret  of  Lausanne,  and  Fro- 
ment  of  Geneva.  Further,  on  the  left  side,  will  be 
life-size  figures  of  Coligny,  William  the  Silent  and 
Frederick  William,  of  Brandenburg,  who  adopted  the 
Calvinistic  Reformation,  and  the  ancestor  of  the 
present  German  emperor.  On  the  right  side  will  be 
figures  of  Roger  Williams,  Oliver  Cromwell  and 
Stephen  Bocsky,  prince  of  Transylvania.  In  addition 
to  the  other  inscriptions,  and  above  them  all,  will  be 
the  motto  of  Geneva,  “Post  tenebrae  lux” — “The 
Darkness  is  Past,  the  Light  Shineth.”

THE  MISSION  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

The  mission  of  the  Church  is  Missions.  We  have 
come  to  realize  that  the  Church  is  not  merely  an  ark 
of  safety  into  which  the  sinner  may  run  and  be  safe, 
but  a  force  in  the  redemption  of  the  world.  Its  mis¬ 
sion  is  not  to  make  saints,  but  servants.  We  have 
come  to  realize  that  sainthood  is  attained  only  by 
service.  The  cause  of  Home  Missions  must  certainly 
appeal  to  every  right  thinking  individual.  Upon  it 
depends  the  stability  of  our  country,  the  protection 
of  our  firesides,  the  peace  and  prosperity  of  our  indi¬ 
vidual  lives.  By  all  that  is  near  and  dear  to  us,  we 
are  called  upon  to  do  greater  work  for  the  Master  in 
the  homeland. 

The  Reformed  Church  at  present  is  supporting  190 
missions.  Of  these  120  are  English.  We  have  21 
missions  west  of  the  Mississippi  River.  Nearly  all  of 
our  missions  are  located  in  large  and  overcrowded 
cities.  Nine  of  these  missions  are  among  foreigners 
in  this  country,  principally  among  the  Hungarians. 
Our  German  brethren  have  about  70  missions  in  differ¬ 
ent  parts  of  the  United  States  and  in  Canada.  Our 
missions  contributed  last  year  more  than  $16,000  for 
benevolence,  and  the  whole  Church  gave  for  Home 
Missions  $100,000  per  year.  ^ 

Two  missions  reached  self-support  during  the  past 
year,  namely:  Colon,  Michigan,  and  Grace,  Altoona,  Pa  •

THE  LAYMEN’S  MISSIONARY 
MOVEMENT. 


The  General  Synod  at  York  com¬ 
mended  the  Laymen^s  Missionary 
Movement  and  instructed  the  Board 
of  Foreign  Missions  to  take  steps  to 
enlist  the  laymen  of  the  Church. 

Dr.  W.  E.  Lampe  was  appointed 
temporary  organizer.  A  prelimi¬ 
nary  conference  was  held  at  Har¬ 
risburg,  December  15,  1908,  which 
was  attended  by  fifty-three  promi¬ 
nent  laymen  from  fourteen  Classes. 

A  temporary  Executive  Committee 
was  elected  and  a  convention 
planned  for.  At  the  convention, 
also  held  in  Harrisburg,  March  16- 
18,  1909,  there  were  piesent  706 
laymen  and  pastors  from  thirty- 
four  Classes.  These  men  are  now 
actively  engaged  in  propagating 
the  movement  in  their  respective 
Classes. 

The  Permanent  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  of  fifteen  members  provided 
for  by  the  convention,  is  nearly 
complete  and  the  General  Commit¬ 
tee  of  representatives  from  each 
Olassis  is  now  being  made  up. 

A  National  Missionary  Campaign 
is  being  conducted  under  the  aus¬ 
pices  of  the  Laymen’s  Missionary 
Movement,  conventions  being  held 
in  about  sixty  of  the  principal  cities 
of  the  United  States.  The  cam¬ 
paign  will  culminate  in  a  National 
Missionary  Congress  in  Chicago, 

May  3-6,  1910.  The  places  and 
dates  of  the  conventions  in  which 
our  Church  is  most  interested  are: 

Buffalo,  October  16-19;  Cleve¬ 
land,  October  21-24;  Washington, 

November  11-14;  Baltimore^  Nov. 

16-18;  Philadelphia,  Nov.  18-21;

OUR  NEEDS  ON  THE  FOREIGN  FIELD. 

In  Japan  we  need  chapels  and  missionary  residences. 
Only  a  few  of  our  preaching  places  in  Japan  have  chap¬ 
els.  A  chapel  Can  be  built  for  three  hundred  dollars 
and  upward.  A  missionary  residence,  including  lot, 
will  cost  about  three  thousand  dollars. 

There  are  five  cities  in  so  many  pro'sdnces  where 
we  should  locate  as  many  foreign  missionaries.  It 
will  require  at  least  five  thousand  dollars  for  necessary 
buildings  at  each  station.  The  annual  support  of  a 
missionary  is  about  two  thousand  dollars. 

At  Yochow  we  need:  (1)  A  Girls’  School  Building, 
costing  about  $6,500;  (2)  Street  Chapel,  costing  about 
$1,200;  (3)  Boys’  School  Outfit,  costing  about  $1,000; 
(4)  Boys’  School  Chapel,  costing  about  $2,000;  (5) 
Boys’  School  Teachers’  Dwelling,  costing  about 
$1,500. 

We  should  have  two  physicians  and  two  nurses, 
instead  of  one,  for  the  Hoy  Memorial  Hospital.  A 
lady  physician  is  also  a  necessity. 

At  Shenchow  we  need:  (1)  Two  teachers  for  the 
Girls’  School;  (2)  One  teacher  for  the  Boys’  School. 


Dr.  Kelly  says:  ‘^We  are  continually  turning  away 
those  who  come  for  treatment.  Another  doctor  aiid 
a  second  nurse  are  necessary.” 

Send  for  a  copy  of  ^^Our  Missionary  Policy”  to  the 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions.  It  sets  before  the  Church 
as  the  goal  of  its  en¬ 
deavors  the  evangeli¬ 
zation  of  a  population 
of  ten  millions,  and 
that  the  offerings 
should  increase  until 
the  annual  income  will 
be  one  million  dollars. 

Such  a  policy  will  help 
to  widen  the  horizon 
of  the  Church,  set  be¬ 
fore  it  a  distinct  task, 
and  kindle  a  zeal  that 
should  lead  to  obedi¬ 
ence  on  the  part  of 
every  pastor  and  mem¬ 
ber  in  our  Church.

THE  TURN  OF  THE  TIDE. 

By  death  and  dismissal  the  Reformed  Church,  dur¬ 
ing  the  last  year,  lost  24  ministers.  But  the  Church 
Register  for  1910  shows  41  new  names.  Of  these,  27 
graduated  from  *our  schools  and  were  licensed  by  the 
churches.  The  reports  from  the  Classes  show  that 
235  students  for  the  ministry  are  in  the  various  schools 
of  the  Church.  This  is  a  gain  over  last  year  of  23. 
In  1904  the  number  was  only  161.  Over  this  gain  the 


Church  should  rejoice.  Only  we  must  remember  that 
these  students  are  scattered  over  the  four  Classes  in 
college  and  the  three  classes  in  the  sefninary.  Some 
of  these  will  not  graduate  for  seven  years  to  come. 
There  is  an  average  of  only  33  for  each  year.  Our 
average  loss  is  24  per  year.  Whilst  we  are  thankful 
that  more  students  are  preparing  for  the  ministry 
than  in  recent  years,  let  us  face  the  fact  that  the 
supply  is  not  yet  equal  to  the  demand. 


Every  local  church 
sometime  during  the 
year  should  take  an 
offering  for  the  relief 
of  disabled  ministers. 
The  Church  should 
give  to  these  men  who 
have  exhausted  their 
strength  in  her  service, 
not  the  small  sum  of 
$50  or  $75,  but  $200 
or  $300  a  year.

REV.  JOHN  T.  BALLIETT  was  born  and  spent  his  early 
years  in  Northumberland  County,  Pa.  He  entered  the  min¬ 
istry  late  in  life,  graduating  from  the  Theological  Seminary 
at  Lancaster  in  1889.  His  ministry  covered  a  period  of  nine¬ 
teen  years,  during  which  time  he  served  the  following  charges: 
Timberville.  Va.;  Middlebrook,  Va.;  Rockwood,  Pa.;  St. 
Paris,  O.;  and  Sulphur  Springs,  O.  During  the  last  two  years 
of  his  life  he  was  entirely  incapacitated.  His  widow  and  one 
son  survive. 

REV.  FREDERICK  C.  BAUMAN  was  born  in  Ebershuetz, 
Germany,  November  17,  1826,  and  died  September  25,  1909. 
His  parents,  John  Henry  and  Maria  Bauman,  came  to  this 
country  when  he  was  but  ten  years  old,  and  settled  in  Ohio. 
He  decided  to  study  for  the  ministry,  and  in  1849  he  started 
on  foot  for  Tarlton,  O.,  215  miles  away,  where  Heidelberg 
College  was  originally  located.  He  followed  the  college  to 
Tiffin,  O.,  where  he  finished  his  theological  education  in  1854. 
He  was  the  first  graduate  in  theology  under  Dr.  E.  V.  Gerhard. 
He  began  his  work  in  Iowa,  at  a  place  he  named  Zwingli.  For 
fifty-six  years  he  has  been  a  devoted  leader  in  this  community. 
His  w'ork  has  been  strictly  pioneer.  In  1854  he  married  Miss 
Elizabeth  J.  Cort.  Nine  children  have  blessed  this  union. 


All  have  received  a  collegiate  training.  Two  sons  are  minis¬ 
ters,  Rev.  J.  N.  Bauman,  of  Jeannette,  Pa.,  and  Rev.  A.  B. 
Bauman,  of  Baltimore,  Md.  A  daughter  is  the  wife  of  Rev, 
N.  B.  Mathes,  Dayton,  O. 

REV.  BENJAMIN  BAUSMAN,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  born  near 
Lancaster,  Pa.,  January  28,  1824,  died  at  Reading,  Pa.,  May 
8,  1909.  In  1846  he  entered  Franklin  College,  Lancaster.  Pa., 
in  1847  he  entered  Marshall  College,  Mercersburg,  Pa.,  and 
in  1852  he  graduated  from  the  Seminary  at  Mercersburg. 
He  was  licensed  in  1852  and  ordained  in  1853.  He  served  the 
following  congregations:  Lewisburg,  Pa.;  Zion’s,  Chambers- 
burg.  Pa.;  First,  Reading,  and  since  1872,  St.  Paul’s,  Reading, 
Pa.  He  edited  the  following  church  papers:  1860,  the  “Mes¬ 
senger:”  for  fifteen  years  “The  Guardian;”  for  thirty  years, 
“Der  Hausfreund.”  He  is  the  author  of  “Sinai  and  Zion,” 
“Wayside  Gleanings,”  “My  Pilgrim’s  Pouch,”  and  collector  of 
the  German  poems  of  Dr.  Harbaugh,  published  under  the 
title  “Harfe.”  He  served  at  times  on  the  following  Church 
Boards:  Trustee  of  Franklin  a,nd  Marshall  College,  a' member 
of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  Eastern  Seminary,  President  of 
Board  of  Home  Missions,  on  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions 
and,  since  1865,  President  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  Bethany 
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Orphans’  Horae.  He  represented  the  Church  in  the  Alliance 
of  Reformed  Churches  at  Belfast.  Ireland,  in  1884.  He  was 
President  of  General  Synod  at  Baltimore,  at  1884. 

REV.  IRVING  G.  BOYDSTUN  died  January  30,  1909,  at 
Meridian,  Miss.  Meridian  was  his  boyhood  home  and  here 
he  attended  the  city  schools  and  graduated  both  from  the  col¬ 
lege  and  theological  departments  of  Cumberland  University. 
After  some  graduate  work  at  the  University  of  Chicago,  he 
went  to  China  as  a  missionary  under  the  Board  of  the  Cum¬ 
berland  Presbyterian  Church,  and  later  connected  himself 
with  the  Reformed  Church.  While  home  on  a  furlough,  he 
was  taken  ill  and  continued  to  decline  until  the  end  came. 
He  is  survived  by  his  widow  and  one  child. 

REV.  JEROME  B.  HENRY,  son  of  Isaac  and  Lydia  C. 
Henry,  was  born  near  West  Alexandria,  O.,  July  6,  1851,  and 
died  at  the  home  of  his  brother.  West  Alexandria,  July  28, 
1909.  After  attending  the  local  schools,  he  entered  Heidel¬ 
berg  University,  graduating  therefrom  in  1875.  Two  years 
later  he  graduated  from  Heidelberg  Seminary.  In  May,  1877, 
he  was  licensed  and  ordained.  He  served  several  charges  in 
Ohio,  after  which  he  accepted  a  call  to  Trinity  church,  Norris¬ 
town,  Pa.,  where  he  served  for  fifteen  years.  While  pastor  at 
Norristown,  he  served  as  Treasurer  of  Philadelphia  Classis, 
and  frequently  represented  Classis  at  Synod  and  General 
Synod.  Two  brothers  survive  him. 

REV.  F.  HULLHORST,  M.D.,  of  Yutan,  Neb.,  departed 
this  life  in  the  M.  E.  Hospital,  Omaha,  Neb.,  April  19,  1909, 
aged  72  years,  3  months  and  4  days.  He  was  buried  from 
his  home,  Yutan,  Neb.,  April  21,  1909.  The  deceased  was 
born  in  Varen,  Holz,  Germany,  January  15,  1837.  He  was 
married  to  Paulina  Brinkman,  May  3,  1864.  His  widow  and 
eight  children  survive.  He  was  ordained  by  Illinois  Classis 
in  1864.  His  last  pastorate  was  Yutan.  Neb.,  where  he  organ¬ 
ized  the  Reformed  congregation  in  1873,  and  continued  its 
pastor  until  recently,  when  health  failed. 

REV.  THOMAS  CALVIN  LEINBACH,  born  March  31, 
1837,  died  May  1,  1909.  He  was  the  son  of  Rev.  Thos.  H. 
Leinbach  and  brother  of  the  late  Rev.  A.  S.  Leinbach,  D.D., 
and  Rev.  S.  A.  Leinbach.  He  was  educated  at  Myerstown 
Academy,  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  class  of  1858,  and 
the  Mercersburg  Seminary,  class  of  1860.  After  graduation, 
he  began  the  pastorate  of  the  first  and  only  charge  he  served , 
that  of  the  Bernville  Charge,  which  lasted  nearly  fifty  years. 
In  1860  he  was  married  to  Maria  R.  Seibert,  who,  together  with 
four  sons,  survive.  Three  of  the  sons  are  m.inisters  of  the 
Reformed  Church,  Revs.  Paul  S.,  of  Easton,  Pa.;  Edwin  S., 
of  Womelsdorf,  Pa.,  and  Elmer  G.,  of  Millersburg,  Pa.  Through 
the  influence  of  Rev.  Leinbach  more  than  a  score  of  young 
men  have  been  led  into  the  Gospel  ministry. 

REV.  GEORGE  H.  LEONARD,  D.D.,  son  of  Henry  and 
Anna  Leonard,  was  born  at  Basil,  O.,  September  20,  1837, 
died  Julv  19,  1909.  He  attended  the  public  schools  at  Basil 
and  Baltimore,  O.,  until  1849,  when  he  entered  the  Heidel¬ 
berg  Academy,  at  Tarlton,  O.  His  college  course  was  taken 
at  Heidelberg  College,  Tiffin,  O.,  and  his  theological  course  at 
Heidelberg  Seminary.  In  1860  he  was  licensed  by  Tiffin 
Classis.  In  1861  he  was  ordained  and  installed  pastor  of  the 
Highland  Charge,  O.  In  1866  he  became  the  pastor  of  his 
home  church,  Basel,  O.,  which  he  served  for  nearly  twenty- 
nine  years.  For  twenty-six  years  he  was  stated  clerk  of 
Lancaster  Classis,  Ohio  Synod. 

Lie.  FRANKLIN  PIERCE  MILLER,  son  of  Peter  S.  and 
Susan  Miller,  was  born  near  Fritztown,  Pa.,  July  27,  1871. 
After  having  procured  all  the  educational  training  the  local 
public  schools  afforded,  he  entered  Kutztown  State  Normal 
School,  from  which  he  graduated  in  1893.  He  then  entered 
Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  graduating  therefrom  with 
honors  in  1899.  In  the  fall  of  the  same  year  he  entered  the 
Eastern  Theological  Seminary,  and  after  two  years  he  left  the 
Seminary  to  accept  a  professorship  in  the  Keystone  State 
Normal  School.  He,  however,  continued  his  studies  in  the¬ 
ology  and  graduated  with  the  class  of  1903.  In  1904  he  took 
a  special  course  in  the  University  of  Chicago.  The  latter 

Jears  of  his  life  were  years  of  patient  .suffering.  He  died 
anuary  2,  1909,  survived  by  his  wife  and  one  .son. 

REV.  CHRISTIAN  HENRY  MUTSCHLER  died  suddenly 
at  the  G.  A.  R.  Hall,  Wilkes-Barre,  Pa.,  October  7,  1908,  of 
heart  failure.  He  was  born  in  Lebanon  County,  Pa.,  October 
14,  1840.  It  was  after  the  Civil  War,  in  which  lie  served 
faithfully  for  nearly  three  years,  that  he  decided  to  enter 
the  Christian  ministry.  His  literary  training  was  received  at 


Palatinate  College,  where  he  was  also  given  private  ic.struc- 
tions  in  theologv.  He  was  licensed  by  Lebanon  Classis  and 
ordained  in  1870.  He  served  Swatara  Charge,  Lebanon  Clas¬ 
sis,  Pa.,  Bronson,  Fla.;  Overton,  Pa.;  Augusta  Charge,  near 
Sunbury,  Pa.;  Mansville,  Pa.,  and  St. _  Luke’s,  Wilkes-Barre 
Pa.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife  and  eight  children. 

REV.  JOHN  V.  POTTS  was  born  July  22,  1836,  died  of 
pulmonary  complications  at  Galion,  O.,  September  18,  1909. 
He  was  educated  at  Otterbein  College,  Westerville,  O.,  and 
in  1876  was  ordained  as  pastor  of  the  North  Robinson  Charge, 
of  the  United  Brethren  Church.  In  1886  he  was  received  into 
the  Reformed  Church,  and  served  the  Bunker  Hill  Charge, 
Pulaski,  O.,  for  two  years.  From  this  time  on  he  has  been 
connected  with  the  American  Sabbath  Union  as  Corresponding 
Secretary  for  the  Ohio  State  Sabbath  Association.  In  1861 
he  was  married  to  Miss  Annie  B.  Colburn.  This  union  was 
blessed  with  foifr  sons.  His  wife  and  two  sons  preceded  him  in 
death. 

REV.  FREDERICK  A.  RUPLEY,  D.D.,  born  at  Green- 
castle,  Pa.,  Januarv  27.  1821,  died  at  Martinsburg,  Pa.,  March 
28,  1909.  His  earlv  life  was  spent  at  Gettysburg  as  a  clerk 
in  a  drug  store.  He  entered  Marshlal  College  when  its  his¬ 
tory  began,  1835.  Here  he  was  a  student  for  three  years. 
Throughout  the  last  four  years  of  his  life  he  was  the  only 
survivor  of  the  original  student  body  at  Marshall  College.  In 
1844  he  graduated  from  the  Seminary  at  Mercersburg.  He 
was  licensed  to  preach  by  Mercersburg  Classis,  August  24, 
1844.  He  served  the  church  at  Martinsburg,  Pa.;  Water 
Street,  Pa.;  Shippensburg,  Pa.,  and  Middletown,  Md.  After 
the  Middletown  pastorate,  in  1876,  he  retired  from  pastoral 
work.  In  1845  he  was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Anna 
Nicodemus,  who,  together  with  three  children — Theodore  N. 
of  Missouri,  Sarah  C.,  wife  of  Rev.  S.  B.  Schafer,  and  Fredeick* 
A.,  Jr.,  of  St.  Paul’s  church,  Mechanicsburg,  Pa. — survive.. 

REV.  JAMES  B.  SCHULTZ  died  at  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  March 
15,  1909.  He  was  born  near  Worcester,  Montgomery  County,, 
Pa  ,  October  13,  1836.  He  attended  Franklin  and  Marshall 
College  and  the  Eastern  Theological  Seminary.  In  1866  he 
w'as  licensed  bv  Lebanon  Classis  and  ordained  as  pastor  of  the 
Schaefferstowii  charge.  Pa.,  which  he  served  until  1871.  He 
later  was  pastor  at  Columbia,  Landisburg  and  Reading,  Pa. 
He  was  in  the  active  minLstry  almost  twenty  years.  During 
the  remainder  of  his  life  he  was  incapacitated. 

REV.  HENRY  FRANKLIN  SEIPLE,  son  of  John  and 
Susan  Seiple.  was  born  February  17,  1843,  at  Catasauqua, 
Pa.  His  early  education  was  received  in  the  public  schools 
and  Weaversville  Academy.  In  1862  he  entered  Amherst 
College,  graduating  therefrom  in  1866.  After  graduation  he 
studied  law  in  Ohio,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1867.  In 
1871  he  began  to  study  theology,  under  Dr.  J.  H.  Bomberger. 
He  was  licensed  in  1873  by  Philadelphia  Classis,  and  ordained 
by  Mercersburg  Classis  in  1874.  He  served  two  charges, 
Woodburv  and  Hilltown,  Pa.  In  1897,  because  of  infirmity, 
he  was  compelled  to  quit  the  active  ministry.  He  died 
October  22,  1908.  His  widow  and  three  children  survive. 

REV.  JOSEPH  SECHLER  was  born  in  Columbia  County, 
Pa.,  November  21,  1822,  and  died  at  Lena,  Ill.,  April  3,  1909. 
In  1855  Brother  Sechler  moved  to  Illinois,  where  he  engaged 
in  business.  It  was  during  his  spare  moments  that  he  pur¬ 
sued  his  theological  studies  and  was  licensed  a,nd  ordained 
in  1865.  He  served  congregations  at  Orangeville,  Cedarville, 
Silver  Spring  and  Harlem.  Ill.  At  the  latter  place  he  served 
for  a  period  of  twenty-five  years.  For  some  years  he  traveled 
in  the  interest  of  Interior  Academy.  In  1847  he  married 
Miss  Mary  E.  Hartzell,  of  Danville,  Pa.,  who  died  September 
8,  1907.  "He  is  survived  by  two  daughters,  both  of  Lena,  Ill. 

REV.  JOHN  PHILIP  STEIN,  D.D.,  since  1881  the  Stated 
Clerk  of  Eastern  Synod,  and  since  1896  the  Stated  Clerk  of 
the  General  Synod,  was  born  in  Annville,  Pa.,  June  11,  1836. 
He  received  his  early  education  in  the  school  of  George 
Strine,  Annville,  Pa.,  and  later  entered  Annville  Academy. 
In  1861  he  graduated  from  Franklin  and  Marshall  College. 
In  the  fall  of  the  same  year  he  entered  the  Theological  Semi¬ 
nary  at  Mercersburg.  At  the  close  of  his  second  year,  the 
Seminary  having  partly  closed  because  of  the  Civil  War,  he 
entered  Union  Seminary,  New  York,  where  he  completed  his 
theological  education.  He  was  licensed  by  Lebanon  Classis 
Julv  .5,  1864.  He  served  as  pastor  of  St.  John’s,  Schuylkill 
Haven.  Pa.,  Trinity,  Pottsville,  Pa.;  St.  John’s,  Philadelphia, 
Pa.;  Millersville,  Pa.,  and  St.  Thomas,  Reading,  Pa.  He 
died  February  3,  1909.  In  1864  he  was  married  by  Dr.  Philip 
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;Schaff  to  Miss  C.  Arabell  North,  who  departed  this  life  a  few 
months  after  her  husband’s  death. 

REV.  DR.  SAMUEL  G.  WAGNER,  born  October  4,  1831, 
at  Paradise,  Pa.,  died  at  Lancaster,  Pa.,  October  30,  1908. 
From  1836  to  1848  Dr.  Wagner  lived  at  Lebanon,  Pa.  Here 
he  prepared  for  college,  and  in  1848  entered  the  sophomore 
class  of  Marshall  College,  at  Mercersburg,  Pa.  He  CTaduated 
from  college  in  1850  and  in  1853  from  the  Theological  Semi¬ 
nary.  He  was  licensed  by  Mercersburg  Classis  in  1855.  Dur¬ 
ing  his  ministry  he  served  two  charges.  Blue  Bell,  Pa.,  for 
thirteen  years,  and  St.  John’s,  Allentown,  Pa.,  for  thirty-six 
years.  In  1859  Dr.  Wagner  married  Miss  Rebecca  W.  Ernest, 
of  Norristown,  Pa.  Of  the  four  children  born  to  them  but 
one  remains.  Prof.  C.  Ernest  Wagner,  of  the  faculty  of  Frank¬ 
lin  and  Marshall  College.  He  was  identified  with  all  the  work¬ 
ings  of  the  church.  For  many  years  he  was  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Allentown  College  for  Women,  a 


member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Franklin  and  Marshall 
College  and  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Theological  Semi¬ 
nary,  Lancaster,  Pa. 

REV.  JOHN  WINTER  was  born  in  Hamburg  Province, 
Hessen,  Germany,  September  15,  1827,  and  died  at  Galion, 
Ohio,  May  25,  1909.  After  coming  to  this  country  he  resided 
at  Tiffin,  then  Delaware,  Ohio,  where  he  followed  his  trade, 
that  of  book-binder.  In  the  mean  time  he  took  an  active  part 
in  all  church  work.  Later  he  was  prevailed  upon  by  his  pastor. 
Rev.  M.  G.  I.  Stern,  to  prepare  for  the  ministry.  In  October, 
1860,  he  was  licensed  by  Lancaster  Classis,  Ohio  Synod,  and 
in  November  ordained  by  Tiffin  Classis  as  pastor  of  Marion, 
Ohio,  charge.  He  next  served  Carrothers,  Crestline,  Whet¬ 
stone,  Crestline  (second  pastorate),  Sandusky  and  Ashland, 
all  in  Ohio.  After  this  he  lived  retired  at  Galion,  Ohio.  He 
is  survived  by  his  wife,  four  sons,  two  of  whom  are  in  the 
ministry — Rev.  John  F.,  of  Toledo,  Ohio,  and  David  A. 
Lehighton,  Pa. — and  by  one  daughter.
